in Council for consideration; 


through publication of reports, public hearings 

and meetings and such other methods as it considers 
appropriate, to promote public understanding of 

the inflationary process, the relationships between 
productivity, costs and prices, the various policies 
available to governments to deal with inflation 

and the advantages, effects and limitations thereof, 
the role to be played by businesses and groups of 
employees in combatting inflation and the 
implications of the failure of governments,
